Report of Health Officer. 


In making my annual report I will say that our town has 
been quite free from epidemics, or communicable diseases dur- 
ing the year 1907. One case of diphtheria was reported and 
quarantined. 

The number of deaths were seventeen; of these ten had 
passed the ageof sixty years, and four were infants. No 
deaths resulted from contagious diseases. At present there is 
one family quarantined for scarlet fever. : 

Number of births, tifteen. 
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The school houses are about the same as one year ago. I 
would recommend that the directors make. provision for bet- 
ter ventilation in some of them and paint the outside of as 
many as possible each year until they are all painted. 

I would kindly ask that the head of each family in town 
read Section 17, Act No. 169, Laws of 1906, relating to their 
duties in reporting communicable diseases and the penalty 
for not doing so. Respectfully submitted.
